The foUowiDg papers are published by direction of the Secretary of War. The 
Oflicial Bulletins exhibit the separate reports had at this Office tri-daily from observa- 
tions taken at the stations named, at the regular hours for report, t. 6., 7.35 a. m., 4.35 
p. m., and 11 p. m., Washington mean time, or 19h. 35m., 4h. 35m., and llh. Om., astro- 
nomical time. These reports are had from observations and readings made simultane- 
ously at the different stations, the time for observations at each station being fixed in 
orders from this Office. The Chart accompanying each report of these bulletins is 
draughted from the information borne upon the bulletin. The Probabilities are the 
deductions made from the conditions exhibited upon the charts, considered in their 
sequence, as to the meteoric changes probably to follow within the twenty-four hours 
then next ensuing. These are estimated in view of such generalizations as meteoric 
study has seemed to establish as rules, supplemented by the especial experience had in 
this Office in the continued observation of the changes occurring over this Continent. 
The publication has for its object to exhibit the data upon which this Office has been 
compelled to act in making its tri-daily announcements, and to submit for general con- 
sideration the information gathered upon its files. As a contribution of data, at least, 
to meteoric science, and a demonstration that it needs only that governments should 
will and act through proper organization to make meteoric knowledge of daily and 
practical use to the people, the publications must have value. Good results will be 
reached also by the thought and study these data will make practicable. So far as 
this Office is concerned, it is aimed to exhibit equally its successes and its failures. 
Others may so pursue, encouraged, theories which have led to the one, or they may, 
forewarned, avoid the causes of the other. In whatever way a rule or a suggestion for 
improvement is indicated, it will benefit the service. The official duties of this Office 
permit little rest and less hesitation. Its action must be prompt, and often with little 
time for the study of the data just received, and on which action must be based. Its 
orders must issue, its signals of warning be given, and its record thus made, some- 
times when wisdom would delay, if possible, and subsequent information show it had 
done so rightly. It is the simple duty of the Office to act at each present, as well as 
it can, with the information at that time before it. The reports to come after can only 
give bases for ftiture action, while exhibiting the right and wrodg of the past. 

In the following pages, the " Synopses " express in general terms, and in language 
intended for the public press, the. meteoric conditions and changes announced within 
the twenty-four hours preceding, and up to the date and time of each report, as rap- 
idly sketched from an examination of the bulletin reports and the synoptic charts 
draughted therefrom. The " Probabilities'' are deduced from a more careful study of 
the separate station-reports, received from the different stations, the graphic weather- 
charts, taken in their sequence, and particularly of those prepared at the time of issue 
of each report. The *• Facts," which afford a species of test by which to consider the 



accuracy of the " Probabilities " previously issued, are collated in detail from the 
reports of the Observer-Sergeants, made at the regular report next following the issue 
of each of the " Probabilities." They are, in effect, summaries of the bulletins, prepared 
in that form for convenience of reference. The remarks as to verifications are to be 
considered in relation to the facts being within the twenty-four hours next ensuing 
after each statement of Probabilities.

SYNOPSIS. 

The area of low barometer, that was Monday morning central over Western New 
York, has moved eastward over Maine beyond our stations. Light and fresh north- 
west winds, with clear weather, are now reported from New England, and light 
westerly winds, with partly cloudy and hazy weather, from New York; southerly 
winds, with hazy weather, from the Middle Atlantic States, where the barometric pres- 
sure is now greatest. An extensive area of low barometer has developed since Monday 
morning in Western Kansas and southward to Texas, and is now apparently central 
over Iowa, Arkansas, and the Lower Ohio Valley. Brisk southerly winds were re- 
ported last night from Louisiana, and northwesterly gales from Southern Dakota to 
Colorado. Cloud and rain now prevail from Minnesota to Ohio, Tennessee, and Arkan- 
sas, so far as this region has been heard from. 

PEOBABILiyiES. 

The storm-centre in the Lower Ohio Valley move eastward during the rest of Tues- 
day, and extend by Tuesday night from New York to South Carolina. For the East- 
ern Gulf States, southerly winds, increasing to brisk, with cloud and rain. For South 
Atlantic States, southeast winds, veering to southwest, with threatening weather, 
followed by rain Tuesday night. For the Middle Atlantic States, increasing southerly 
winds, backing to east, with threatening weather. For New England, light winds 
and clear or hazy weather continue until Tuesday evening, followed by easterly winds 
and cloudy weather Tuesday night. . For the Lower Lakes, northeast winds, increas- 
ing to brisk, with threatening and rainy weather. For the Upper Lakes, increasing 
northeast winds, backing to northwest, with rainy weather, except possibly on Lake 
Superior. For Kansas and the Northwest, cold northerly winds, increasing to gales. 

Beports are very generally missing from the Upper Lakes, the Mississippi Valley, 
and all stations to the westward. 

Cautionary signals continue at Mobile, New Orleans, Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
Toledo, and are ordered for Duluth, Grand Haven, Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, Savan- 
nah, Charleston, Wilmington, and Norfolk.

SYNOPSIS. 

The area of low barometer, that was Monday afternoon between Dakota and 
Indian Territory, is now central in Indiana. A severe southwesterly storm has pre- 
vailed from Arkansas to Ohio, and a more severe northeast storm from Missouri to 
Lakes Huron and Superior. Local storms of great severity have apparently passed 
over Louisiana, Alabama, Tennessee, Indisina, and Illinois. Brisk southwest winds, 
with threatening and rainy weather, prevail in the South Atlantic States, as far as 
heard from, and in the Ohio Valley ; increasing southeasterly winds on the Middle 
Atlantic coast ; fresh to brisk northeast winds, with rain or snow, over the entire Lake 
region as far as heard from. The barometer is highest over New England, with partly 
cloudy weather. Brisk northwest winds and rising barometer apparently prevail over 
Nebraska and the Lower Missouri Valley. The rivers have risen at Memphis and 
Cairo and fallen at Pittsburgh and Cincinnati. 

PROBABILITIES. 

The storm-centre in Indiana move during the rest of Tuesday night northeastwanl 
over the Lower Lakes, and, on Wednesday, down the Saint Lawrence Valley, and ex- 
tending somewhat eastward over New York and New England. For the Southern 
States, southerly winds backing to west, followed by clearing weather Wednesday 
afternoon. For the Middle States, increasing southeasterly winds, with cloud and rain 
during the rest of Tuesday night, and continuing Wednesday morning, with possibly 
southerly gales on the coast Fop New England, falling barometer, easterly winds, 
cloud and rain. A severe storm continue over the Lake region during Tuesday night, 
and over the Lower Lakes Wednesday morning, but followed on the Upper Lakes by 
diminishing northwest winds and clearing weather. A second storm of equal severity 
is a])parently approaching Dakota and Manitoba. 

Cautionary signals continue at New Orleans, Mobile, Savannah, Charleston, Wil- 
mington,, Norfolk, Buffalo, Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, Grand Haven, Chicago, and 
Milwaukee, and are ordered for Rochester, Oswego, Cape May, Baltimore, New York, 
New Haven, New London, and Wood's Hole.

SYNOPSIS. 



The several small areas of low barometer, which existed Saturday afternoon over 
Iowa, the Lower Lakes, and Middle States, after diminishing or disappearing daring 
the night, are now represented by corresponding local disturbances in nearly the same 
sections of the country. The barometer has risen, but again fallen in New England, 
and to a less extent in the South Atlantic States ; it has risen steadily in the North- 
west, and thence to Colorado, so far as this section has been heard from, with cold 
northerly winds and light rain or cloud. The area of southwest winds and warm 
weather is now confined to the regions south of Penns^ivania and the Ohio Biver. 
South and east winds, with rain, now prevail in New England. Local rains, with 
variable winds, over the Lower Lakes. The rivers have fallen at Nashville, Louis- 
ville, and Cincinnati ; they have risen at Pittsburgh and Saint Louis. 

PROBABILITIES. 

The barometer continue low on Monday over Lake Ontario and New York, but 
very generally rise over the Upper Lakes and Ohio Valley. Easterly winds, with cloud 
and rain, continue in New England and over a portion of the Middle Atlantic coast. 
Southwesterly winds and partly cloudy weather continue in the South Atlantic States. 
Cold northerly winds and cloudy weather prevail from the Upper Lakes southward to 
Kentucky and westward to the Rocky Mountains. 

Cautionary signals continue at Milwaukee, Chicago, Grand Haven, Eastport, 
Portland, Me., and Boston.

SYNOPSIS. 



Tbe low barometer, that was on Saturday nigbt over the Lower Missoari Valley, 
and the local depressions over the Lower Lakes and Middle Atlantic States, remain 
without material change, the entire region from the Middle States to the Upper Mis- 
sissippi having continued to experience numerous small local showers, with occasional 
brisk winds.

SYNOPSIS. 

The barometer has continaed to fall since Friday afternoon in the Northwest, and 
especially in Kansas^and Nebraska. Soatherly winds and partly cloady weather i)re- 
vail from Texas to Manitoba and westward to the Rocky Mountains, with temperatures 
much higher than on Friday.

SYNOPSIS. 

The areas of low barometer, that extended Tuesday night over the Lower Missonri 
and Ohio Valleys and North Carolina, are now respectively in Southern Michigan and 
Eastern Virginia.

The area of lowest barometer continues in Northern New Eng;land. and the press- 
ure has very generally risen since Saturday morning over the entire country east of 
the Eocky Mountains, except possibly in the extreme Southwest, where the barometer 
has begun to fall.
